As he prepared to step' on the 
E.D. and B C. special Peace River 
party train, on Sunday morning, 
Premier Brownlee told The Herald, 
that he and Premier Ferguson were 
in complete agreement as to future] 
action, 

Premier Brownlee has given to 
his eastern colleague a copy of the 
memorandum on the coal question 
prepared by Alberta in view of the] 
provincial premiers conference in

Agreed on Action

Ottawa.—Baffin Island, although 
not as pleasant a place of residence 
for white men as more Southern lati¬ 
tudes, is nevertheless capable of sus¬ 
taining a vigorous and contented na 
tlvo population.
